LONDON, Sept. 14 (AP).—The 
Germans announced the evacua- 
tion of the fortress city of Bryansk 
today, but tonight’s Russian com- 
munique made no mention of the 
city other than to say that “several 
populated places” were captured 
in the Bryansk sector. 


At the same time Meredith C. 
Jones, campaign chairman, said 
that tentative tabulations today

The Berlin radio told of the 
withdrawal from Bryansk, pivot 
of the southern and central Nazi

ly after Mascow reported that Red 
Army forces were closing in on 
the stronghold. 

Berlin also reported heavy street 
fighting at Novorossisk in the Ku- 
ban, indicating that Soviet forces 
had smashed their way into the 
Sea of Azov port at the southern 
end of the front, where the Ger- 
mans have retained a bridgehead 
in the Western Caucasus. 


Blow to German Transport. 


Disruption of the rail network in 
the Bryansk area, vital for Ger- 
man winter transport, 
the belief in London that the Nazis 
would not be able to halt their re- 
treat now before reaching the west 
bank of the Dnieper. 

The speed of their withdrawal 
toward Kiev and Dnieperopetrovsk 
on the lower reaches of the river, 
where only three inadequate 
bridges and ferry crossings are 
available, raised hopes that large 
forces of Nazis might be trapped 
on the east bank of the Dnieper, 
or even be overtaken while at- 
tempting to reach it. 

Bryansk had ben a German com- 
munications center since 1941. 


Russians Gain in South. 

The latest Soviet communique, 
nithough silent on the status of 
Bryansk, indicated that Soviet 
troops were scoring gains all along 
the 600-mile active front. 

Along the Sea of Azov west of 
Stalino, the Russians were repoft- 
ed to have advanced 12 to 15 miles 
and captured 150 inhabited locali- 
ties, including the district center 
of Mangush, 12 miles west of 
Mariupol, which fell to the Reds 
last week. 

The Russians also announced 
the capture of five populated 
places and three railway stations, 
including Alexeyevskata, 40 miles 
south of Kharkov, in their drive 
toward Paviograd. They said that

WILLKIE REFUSES 
PUBLIC REPLY 10 
MISSOURI 6. 0. P 


‘Not Going to Put Me on 
Spot,’ He Says — An- 
swer Would Require 


Wendell L. Willkie, Republican 
presidential candidate in 1940 and’ 
a potential 1944 nominee, informed 
today that leaders of the Repub- 


lican party in Missouri who asked 
him specific questions concerning 
his. postwar international policies 
and domestic political attitude de- 
sired that he answer them pub- 
licly, refused to do so, observing 
that “they aren’t going to put 
Willkie on the spot.” 

Willkie, reached by the Post- 
Dispatch at his New York office, 
said that if all of the “several 
thousand letters” he received a 
week turned¢nto questionnaires he 
would have to employ a staff of 
several hundred to answer them. 

“Although most of the questions 
asked me from Mi..ouri bear no 
relationship to reality,” Willkie! 
said, “nothing would delight me 
more than to answer them public- 
ly, but in order to answer them 
in written form I would have to 
write another book.” 

He'll Answer if a Candidate, 

“Tf I decide to seek the nomina- 
tion for the presidency I will of 
course discuss all such questions 
and many others publicly. I cer- 
tainly, however, don’t want to 
spend all my time answering ques- 
tionnaires. 

“Even I ought to have the privi- 
lege of selecting the time and place 
of my own public discussions.” 

Willkie, who said that he would 
regard newspaper accounts of any 
verbal replies he might make as 
“written answers” to the questions, 
stated that he had offered to come 
to St. Louis to meet with the 
State Republican-leaders this week 
but was told that was too soon. 
He plans to be here by the end 
of the month. 

The letter, which contained ‘the 
signatures of the entire Missouri 
delegation to the 1940 Republican 
national convention and all offi- 
cers of the party in the State, was 
drafted by five State Republican 
leaders and submitted to the oth- 
ers for their concurrence, Most of 
the authors, the Post-Dispatch 
learned today, think Willkie should 
answer their queries publicly. Some

Barkley said the conference did 
not take up any detailed legisla- 
tive proposals, but merely went 
over the situation in general, with 
the draft and man power coming 
up only incidentally.

She vis- 
ited New Zealand before going to 
Australia.) 

Mrs. Roosevelt was the dinner 
guest of Mrs. Jean MacArthur, wife 
of Gen. Douglas MacArthur, before 
her departure. The two women 
first met at an airport. 

“I am so sorry that my husband 
can’t be here to greet you,” said 
Mrs. MacArthur. “He is at the 
New Guinea front.” 

“I imagine he is too busy where 
he is,” Mrs. Roosevelt replied.

He assert- 
ed the lawmakers had returned to 
Washington ready for immediate 
debate and decision on the draft 
issue. 

Gifford said that he could not 
blame the leadership for what he 
described as an attempt to post- 
pone criticism of the administra- 
tion's policies, but asserted it was 
“just putting off the evil day for 
a few days.”

STREET FIGHTING 
IN ROME REPORTED 
BY ALGIERS RADIO 


Germans Predict Musso- 
lini Will Cancel Capitu- 
lation and Reorganize 
Italian Army. 


LONDON, Sept. 14 (AP).—Bitter 
street fighting in Rome was re- 
ported by the Algiers radio today 
even as Getman propagandists 


were proclaiming the rebirth of 
Fascism under Benito Mussolini's 
personal command with a pre- 
diction that he would cancel Italy’s 
capitulation, reorganize the Italian 
Army and pronounce the end of 
the rule of the House: of Savoy. 

“Bitter opposition to the pres- 
ence of the German forces in Italy 
is spreading all over the country,” 
radio Algiers reported. “In the 
Balkans, too, German troops have 
been challenged everywhere by 
Italian soldiers. 

“Fierce fighting has occurred in 
Belgrade. Two thousand Italian 
soldiers are in the mountains of 
Montenegro where they are fight- 
ing against the Germans. The 
Balkans are seething with unrest 
and fighting.” 

Nazis Report “Jubilation.” 

Trying to distill new magic from 
the name of the man who once 
set thousands of Italians to crying 
“Duce!” Nazi propagandists de- 
clared that news of Mussolini’s 
liberafion in a Hitler-engineered 
coup had caused “great jubilation” 
in Northern Italy. 

Swiss dispatches from the Ital- 
ian frontier indicated that Fascist 
uprisings and parades had taken 
place in some parts of Northern 
Italy now occupied by German 
forces. 

Former Fascist officials again 
control Milan, Turin, Genoa, No- 
vara, Cremona and points as far 
south of Bologna, these dispatches 
said, and they were reported to be 
taking fierce reprisals for any anti-

NAZIS ‘SNATCHED MUSSOLINI 


FROM THE CHURCHEVELTS' 


German Radio, Bragging of Ex- 
ploit, Coins New Name for 
Two Allied Leaders. 
LONDON, Sept. 14 (AP).—The 
German radio, continuing to brag 
over the release of Benito Musso- 
lini, coined a new name today for 
President Roosevelt and Prime 

Minister Churchill. 

In one breath a Berlin announcer 
referred to them as “Churche- 
velts,” declaring in an English 
language broadcast: 

“Before the Churchevelts had 
even half recovered from their 
astonishment, Germany's daring 
troops had snatched Mussolini 
away to safety.”

Japs Run Out of Town. 

The Japanese at Salamaua, 
eschewing the warring methods of 
their Papuan army which fought 
to the death around Buna last 
January, ran out of the bomb- 
ruined town and let the Australians 
have it, as they had done the 
nearby airdrome the day prev- 
iously. . 

Salamaua, whose harbor in peace- 
time was suffiicently deep to 
allow steamers to anchor within 
600 yards of shore, is the first 
place of pre-war «ommercial im- 
portance to be retaken by Mac- 
Arthur’s forces. 

It also is the first combined sea 
and air base to be seized within 
the Japanese war-empire perimeter 
extending from the Netherlands

The Germans said their naval 
attack wrecked harbor installa- 
tions and the weather station but 
did not mention the fate of the

(The German radio, which ear- 
lier had asserted that the Allies 
were abandoning their Salerno 
bridgehead after suffering a severe 
defeat, said late today that “it 
remains to be seen whether Clark 
considers the battle lost and is pre- 
paring a withdrawal of his forces.” 

(A morning broadcast of a 
Transocean news agency dispatch 
had said that as many troops as 
possible were being taken aboard 
Allied ships and that this meant 
that the Allies “have abandoned 
the enterprise altogether.” 
| (The latest German claim, put 
forth by DNB news agency, was 
that Nazi tank formations, driv- 
Ing down from the heights, had 
smashed back into Salerno and to 
ithe coast “cutting off strong ene- 
my detachments from their land- 
ing points.” DNB said the tanks 
|were engaged in breaking Allied 
resistance on the coasts following 
a successful attack along the en- 
tire front which was launched 
from the mountains into the coast-

Allied headquarters announced

The Eighth Army forces push- 
ing up past Cozenza, which is 90 
miles north of Reggio Calabria 
and 100 miles south of the Fifth 
Army positions near Eboli, were 
unchecked except for demolitions. 

On the heel of the boot, other 
British forces were expanding 
their holdings out of Taranto and 
Brindisi. One column had reached 
the port of Bari and another, cut- 
ting diagonally across the heel 
from Taranto was at Gioia, about 
midway between Taranto and Bari. 


Nazi Counterattack.

The Allied bridgehead, 
only a few miles deep, at the max- 
imum, cannot support airdromes. 

The Allied communique gave no 
details of the situation at Salerno, 
saying merely: 

“Heavy fighting continues on the 
Fifth Army front. The Germans 
are counterattacking desperately 
and at certain points have re- 
gained some of the ground taken 
by us.” 

Murderous Fire. 


German guns in mountain posi- 
tions were pouring a murderous 
fire down on the Americans and 
British in the coastal plain south 
of Salerno while tanks and infan- 
try were making charge after 
chargé against the Allied positions. 


“The fighting is extremely heavy 
and it certainly is the bitterest 
land fighting encountered by an 
Allied landing force in this war,” 
a military officer said. 

In a dispatch from the Fifth

Yanks, Germans Both Have Fallen Short of

WITH THE AMERICAN FIFTH

layed).—Four and a half days after 
our landing we are not only not

3. Despite Italian surrender the 
Germans have a firm grip on all 
strategic points from Naples north 
to the Po River, where a great 
final battle may well decide the 
war. 

4. The Americans are engaged 
in a campaign which seems likely 


to be their biggest and bloodiest 


of the war and the biggest for 
British troops since the fall of 
France. 

5. The Allies enjoy a definite 
edge on the sea and in the air 
while the Germans for the time 
being probably have land superi- 
ority, although they are having a 
difficult time moving their troops 
to, meet Allied thrusts in several 
directions. 

6. Little help can be expected 
by the Allies from the Italians, 
who are tired of fighting. 

7. The Germans are determined 
to uSe every inch of Italy as a 
battle ground. 

8 If Germany is defeated in 
Italy it likely means the collapse 
of its satellites in the Balkans. 


HULL MUM ON WHETHER HE 
WILL BE AT 3-POWER PARLEY 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14 (AP). 
—Secretary of State Hull was non- 
committal today when he was 
asked about his possible participa- 
tion in a three-power conference of 
British, Soviet and American for- 
eign -ministers. 

A reporter at his press confer- 
ence inquired whether it was true 
he had definitely agreed to par- 
ticipate personally in such a con- 
ference, probably in London. Hull 
replied that the matter lay in the 
future and he did not think there 
was anything he could say pro or 
con that would be helpful now. 
In reply to other questions, Hull 
said American Ambassador Lau- 
rence A. Steinhardt was returning 
from his post in Turkey on a 
more or less periodical trip to 
Washington.

destroyers of the Italian fleet have 
been accounted for. 

In all, 77 Italian ships, including 
five battleships, one seaplane cdr- 
rier and eight cruisers, have been 
accounted for. 

An official naval statement gave 
the following recapitulation of the 
situation: | 

“1. Apart from four Italian bat- 
tleships and six cruisers whose 


names were given two days ago as 
having arrived at Malta, the battle- 
ship Giulio Cesare and the sea- 
plane carrier Giuseppe Miraglia 
have now reached the island, It 
was quite unknown officially that 
the Giulio Cesare was fit for sea 
and it still is unknown here if she 
can be considered fully efficient as 
a fighting unit. She was refitted 
at Trieste and made the voyage to 
Malta via Taranto. 

“2. The Giulio Cesare is a sister 
ship to the Andrea Doria and the 
Caio Dulio. She is a ship of about 
25,000 tons, built before the last 
war and reconstructed in 1937-38. 
With a designated speed of 27 
knots, she mounts 10 12.6-inch 
guns, 12 4.7-inch and numerous 
smaller weapons. She was one of 
the ships damaged by the torpedo 
attack of the fleet air arm on 
Taranto in 1940. 

“3. The Giuseppe Miraglia is an 
ex-passenger steamer of about 
5000 tons displacement, taken up 
after the last war and converted 
into a seaplane carrier. She has 
catapults forward and aft, is said 
to carry four large and 16 smaller 
planes and has facilities for re- 
pairs. 

“4. In addition to the six cruis- 
ers mentioned by name as having 
arrived at Malta, two light cruis- 
ers of the Regolo class are ac- 
counted for. These are vessels of 
about 4000 tons completed in 1941. 
They have a reputed speed of 41 
knots and are armed with eight 
5.3-inch guns and various smaller 
weapons,

Allies Lacking

Near Salerno| 


Nearest Is 150 Miles 
Away Whereas 
80 Is Ideal.

LONDON, Sept. 14 (AP).—Three- 
fold, related difficulties appear to 
be causing the stiff resistance the 
Americans and British are meet- 
ing in the Salerno area, where it is 
generally acknowledged the Allies 


are having a tougher fight than 
they ever had in North Africa or 
Sicily. 

The three factors are: 

The long distances planes must 
fly to protect the beachheads. 

The difficulty of building up 
a heavy attacking force because 
of German ability to concentrate 
against a small area, 

Consequent inability so far to 
push the Germans back far 
enough to get the beaches out of 
Nazi artillery range. 

The nearest airfield now in Al- 
lied hands is some 150 miles away, 
as against the 40 or 50 miles the 
Germans must fly to get to the bat- 
tle area.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt told Congress 
today that a rider attached to an 
appropriation bill for the purpose 
of penalizing three Federal em- 
ployes was “an unwarranted en- 
croachment upon the authority of 
both the executive and the judicial 
branches under our Constitution” 
and in his judgment was not bind- 
ing on them. 

The rider was aimed at Dr. Rob- 
ert Morss Lovett, Government sec- 
retary of the Virgin Islands, and 
William E. Dodd Jr. and Goodwin 
B. Watson of the Federal Commu- 
nications Commission, whose po- 
litical philosophies were ques- 
tioned by the Dies Committee in- 
vestigating un-American activities. 


In the final days before it took 
a summer recess, Congress added 
the rider to an urgent deficiency 
appropriations act, which Roose- 
velt signed on July 12, explaining 
he felt he must do so because it 
carried funds essential for activi- 
ties of almost every governmental 
agency. 

The rider, which the President 
said he would have vetoed if he 
could, barred any governmental

Kunashovka, five miles east of the 
important town of Nerzhin, 
fallen to the forces driving directly 
on Kiev, Ukraine capital on the 
Dnieper.

The German broadcast by 
DNB news agency reported that 
Bryansk, whose normal population 
was 87,000, had been evacuated in 
good order, and as Berlin has done 
in other Soviet triumphs this sum- 
mer, attempted to make the vic- 
tory seem hollow by emphasizing 
the physical emptiness of the city. 

Forces Not Trapped, Nazis Say. 

“Not only did the Russians not 
succeed in encircling the German 
forces in this. area, but they 
neither succeeded in injuring the 
Germans to a considerable degree 
nor in laying a hand on the mili- 
tary establishments of the city 
which fell into German hands to- 
gether with all their vast stores,” 
the broadcast said. , 

DNB reported that the Russians 
were “following only very cau- 
tiously,” and that yesterday “it 
seems they appeared ignorant 
about the facts of the situation, 
because up to the evening they 
had only occupied the suburban 
railway stations on the eastern 
bank of the Desna. In the area 
north and northeast of Bryansk it- 
self, the Russians stopped in front 
of strong German covering forces.” 

Bryansk lies some 80 miles west 
of Orel. Its capture removes a 
bulge in the German line towards 
Moscow, and throws open the front 
from Smolensk southward to in- 
filtration and flanking attacks by 
the Russians that may accelerate 
retrenchment of the whole enemy 
line. 

Railways to Key Nazi Bases. 

From Bryansk, railroads radiate 
out to several key bases in the 
next Nazi line of defense. One 
runs northwest to Smolensk, main 
supply base and headquarters of 
the whole central front. Another 
reaches southwest to Gomel, rail 
junction where two lines cross the 
Sozh River tributary of the Dnie- 
per. Still another line pushes 
deep into the Ukraine to Kiev, 
overlooking the broad waters of 
the lower Dnieper.

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CATHOLICS THINK 
POPE MAY BE HELD 
AS GERMAN PAWN 


Fear He Will Not Be AI- 
lowed to Leave Vatican 
Even If Rome Becomes 
Battle Zone.

BERN, Sept. 14.—Catholic circles 
in Italy are much concerned about 
Pope Pius, who is practically a 
prisoner of Marshal Albert von 
Kesselring, German commander 
for Central and Southern Italy, ac- 


cording to a Chiasso dispatch 
reaching here. 

All cardinals and other high dig- 
nitaries of the Catholic church 
who were in Rome took refuge in 
Vatican City as soon as the Ger- 
mans occupied the city. 

Italian Catholic circles believe 
that the Pope would try to leave 
the Vatican if Rome should be- 
come the theater of operations, or 
a besieged city. However, they 
doubt whether Kesselring would 
give his permission. 

German Bishops have made a 
demarche to the Reich Govern- 
ment that the Pope should be al- 
lowed to leave Rome if matters 
should reach a crisis, it is reported. 


Vatican Denies Report That Pope 
Talked to Roosevelt. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 14 (AP).— 
Reports of diplomatic activity by 
the Vatican and of a telephone 
conversation between Pope Pius 
XII and President Roosevelt were 


denied today in a Vatican broad- 
cast. 

The broadcast said a Rome 
newspaper had published this ‘“sen- 
sational news” under the heading 
“The diplomatic activity of the 
Holy See in the last days of the 
war.” 

“The Osservatore Romano offi- 
cially denied the reports in the ar- 
ticle, characterizing them utterly 
fantastic,” the broadcast added, “In 
brief, we may add, the three main 
assertions were as follows: 

“Firstly, that the object of. the 
voyage to the United States of 
Signor Galeazzi, permanent dele- 
gate to the pontifical commission 
for the Vatican City State, was to 
convey a personal message of the 
Pope to President Roosevelt and to 
bring to a place of greater secur- 
ity various valuables and docu- 
ments. 

“Secondly, that the Holy Father 
had a 15-minute telephonic conver- 
sation with President Roosevelt to 
explain away misunderstandings 
arising out of a radio message of 
Sept. 1. 

“And thirdly, that the meeting of 
the Curia Cardinals héld within 
the past few days had a diplomatic 
and political significance. 

“Signor Galeazzi’s voyage, we are 
authorized to state, had to do only 
with ordinary economic affairs of 
the Vatican City. Further, there 
has been no telephone conversation 
between the Holy Father and Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. And finally, the 
meeting of the Cardinals was called 
to discuss ecclesiastical affairs.”

The first increase of wages above 
the standard occupational rate in 
the St. Louis labor market was 
authorized yesterday by the Sev- 
enth Regional War Labor Board, 
which granted a five-cents-an-hour 
increase for 742 employes of the 
Mallinckrodt Chemical Works, 3600 
North Second street.

OVER SURRENDER 


City Almost Desolate, 
Thousands of  Resi- 
dents Had Fled to 
Hills, Eyewitness Says. 


By. DON HOLLENBECK

can Press. 

SALERNO, Italy, Sept. 14 (AP). 
—We entered this almost desolate 
city yesterday morning on the heels 
of the British who took it Sunday. 

Desolate is the word, for almost 
every one of Salerno’s 77,000 in- 
habitants had taken to the caves 


in the steep hills north of the city 
and only today had begun to strag- 
gle back. 

The British Navy has Salerno 
under its thumb. 

The Germans did about the most 
complete looting job in Salerno 
that they’ve done in any city. It 
was plain that they did it in anger 
because of the Italian capitulation. 

One unconfirmed story is that 
they drove an armored car down 
the streets of the city shooting 
people at random when the news 
of the armistice came four hours 
after it was announced. 

They left hardly a scrap of food, 
not a vehicle that could be 
moved, no medical supplies, and 
the plight of no cty in Sicily equals 
that of Salerno. 

Allied military government of- 
ficials in Salerno’s ornate city hall 
received a pathetic plea for a car 
to take away the bodies of two old 
people who had just died because 
they were hungry. 

There is no water. Before the 
Germans left, they blew up the 
water plant, and they now hold 
positions that make it impossible 
to get more for a while anyhow. 

Bombing casualties were light 
because of the almost general exo- 
dus of the citizens to the hills. 

The inhabitants profess to be de- 
lighted to see the Allies and in 
their willingness to work they are 
embarrassing the authorities, be- 
cause they are sure that if they 
work they'll be fed. 

One surprising fact is that the’ 
Germans did not loot the banks. 
An official checked up this morn- 
ing and found the funds almost in- 
tact.

Headquarters announced that 
Liberator bombers struck Sunday 
night for the first time since Aug. 
18 at the enemy’s oil and supply 
center of Makassar, on Dutch Cel- 
ebes. Making a roundtrip flight of 
more than 2000 miles, the big 
bombers hit military barracks, pe- 
troleum storage and wharf facili- 
ties with 27 tons of explosives and 
incendiaries. Numerous fires— 
large and smalil—filared up as the 
bombs found their marks. 

Antiaircraft fire was accurate 
and intense during the two-hour 
attack, One Liberator failed to 
return. 

The Japanese sent dive bombers 
Sunday to attack Allied shipping 
in the harbor of Morobe south of 
Salamaua. Headquarters said they 
caused minor damage and a few 
casualties at a cost of two planes, 
brought down by ground batteries.

TAXED ON MONEY | 
PAID 10 AVOID 
LABOR TROUBLE 


Former Union Agent Held 
by Court Liable for 


Levy on $6500 Put Up 
by Lumber Company. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14 (AP).— 
The Tax Court of the United States 
has ‘sustained a $505 assessment of 
income tax deficiency and penal- 
ties against Richard Law of Aber- 
deen, Wash., former business agent 
for a ClO-affiliated sawmill and 
timbers workers’ union. His sal- 
ary was $50 a week. 

The case growing out of a long- 
shoremen’s and timber workers’ 
strike on the West Coast, involved 
the alleged payment of $6500 by the 
Grays Harbor Exportation Co. in 
1937 “to secure assurance by union 
officials that picket lines or other 
labor interference would not ob- 
struct” loading of timper cargoes 
on the company’s chartered vessels. 

The Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue charged that Law re- 
ceived the money in addition to his 
salary as business agent for the 
Sawmill and Timber Workers’ 
Union, Local No. 2, loggers’ branch, 
but failed to file an income tax re- 
turn for 1937. Law denies this and 


Marshal Albert von Kesselring 
who proclaimed “German martial 
law.” 


appealed the assessment. 
The Court found that the money 


was paid by the company over a 
series of months to R. J. Ultican, 
who had been “called upon to éh- 
deaver to arrange a deal with the 
union.” 

Ultican, identified as a member 
of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners, was said. by the Court to 
have testified that he paid the 
money to Law under an agreement 
that “things could be kept smooth” 
for the company. 

Although taking note of Law’s 

denial that he received any of the 
money, the Court said “circum- 
stances may be given some weight. 
There is the circumstance that, in 
fact, all of the cargoes of the ex- 
portation company were loaded. 
That which was stated to be the 
object of the transaction was 
achieved. “Upon due consideration 
it cannot be found as a fact that 
petitioner did not receive the 
$6500.” 
The decision was entered Aug. 
26. Law has three months 
which to appeal to the 
Court of Appeals.

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RETURN TO STATE CABINET 
SYSTEM TO BE CONSIDERED 
AT CONSTITUTIONAL SESSION 


Advocates of Letting Governor Pick Depart- 
ment Heads Say He Has Responsibility 
but No Control Over Elected Officers— 
Other Proposed Executive Changes. 


The third of a series of informative articles dealing with the . 
problems to be considered by the State Constitutional Convention, 
which convenes in Jefferson City Sept. 21, is herewith presented. 
lt takes up the structure of the executive branch of the State 
government and proposed changes which have been the subject of 
discussions by students of government in advance of the convention,

HEN the present State Constitution was written in 1875, the State 

Wee strongly under the influence of the Jacksonian theory of 

government, democratic instead of representative, intensified by 

the lingering animosities and suspicions of the reconstruction days 


following the Civil War. 


As a result, the Constitution makers evolved a document. which 
they believed held as closely as possible to the people the administration 


of the affairs of the State. 


In this respect it followed a Constitution 


adopted in 1851, which had abandoned an earlier plan of state 


government. 

Missouri had a cabinet form of 
administration the first 30 years 
ofits existence as a State, the Con- 
stitution of 1820 providing for the 
election only of the Governor and 
Lieutenant-Governor, other princi- 
pal officers being appointed by the 
Governor, subject to confirmation 
by the Senate. An amendment in 
1851 took this power of appoint- 
ment from the Governor and pro- 
vided for the election of the Secre- 
tary of State, Attorney General, 
Auditor and Treasurer. 

A new Cgnstitution in 1865 re- 
tained the 1851 plan and fh addi- 
tion made the State Superintendent 
of Schools elective. The 1875 Con- 
stitution, under which the State is 
now operating, followed that of 
1851 and 1865 except that it in- 
creased the terms of office of State 
officers from two to four years, 
and made the Governor and Treas- 
urer ineligible to election to suc- 
ceed themselves. 


Criticised by Governors. 

Almost every Governor in recent 
years has reached the conclusion 
from experience that the division 
of administrative authority among 
six elective officials is not condu- 
cive to good government. They have 
found, and have said, that, al- 
though the Constitution places on 
the Governor the over-all responsi- 
bility of the government, it not 
only fails to give him the needed 
authority to carry out this duty, 
but specifically places supreme au- 
thority in many matters in five 
other officials, often in conflict 
with the authority of the Gover- 
nor. 

The result has been that fre- 
quently a Governor has found him- 
self thwarted by other officers in 
carrying on his proper administra- 
tive functions. Sometimes this has 
been due to the fact that they 
were of different political parties, 
small men in other offices attempt- 
ing to make party political capital 
by blocking or attempting to em- 
barrass the Governor. Other times 
it has been due to factional poli- 
tics, or to minor officials attempt- 
ing to build-themselves up as can- 
didates for the governorship. 


Caulfield’s Opinion. 

Former Gov. Henry S. Caulfield, 
now Director of Public Welfare in 
St. Louis, is a strong advocate of 
concentration of executive power 
in the Governor through the adop- 


tion of a short ballot, making elec-. 


tive for state offices only the Gov- 
ernor, Lieutenant Governor and 
State Auditor, the latter possibly 
by the Legislature instead of by 
the people. 

In a public address shortly after 
he retired from the governorship 
in 1933, Caulfield explained his 
views, answering the objection that 
such a concentration of power 
would be a move toward dictator- 
ship by asserting the opinion that 
in fact it would tend to strengthen 
democracy by abolishing the con- 
fusion resulting from a long ballot. 

It was his opinion that it would 
bring the government nearer the 
people by enabling them to fix 
the responsibility for administra- 
tive acts. 

Caulfield pointed out that the 
voters could exercise more intelli- 
gence and discrimination in select- 
ing one major state officer than in 
selecting seven, that the functions 
of other officers often conflict with 
those of the Governor, and that 
other state officials, through their 
extensive political patronage, often 
have a strong mMmfluence with the 
Legislature to prevent the carry- 
ing out of policies for “which the 
people hold the Governor responsi- 
bie. 

He could see no merit in an ar- 
gument that the voters might se- 
lect an incompetent or venal Gov- 
ernor and thus the whole conduct 
of the government be endangered. 
“You cannot by law save the peo- 
ple from their own incompetence,” 
he said. 


His Experience as Governor. 

As Governor he had several ex- 
periences which influenced him to 
his present views. A suit was 
brought by the railroads operating 
in the State to enjoin him and 
other officers who were members 
of the State Board of Equalization 
from increasing the assessment of 
railroad property. The then Attor- 
ney General, assuming the position 
that he was superior to the Gov- 
ernor in directing litigation in 
which the State was involved, com- 
promised the case with the rail- 
roads without’even consulting the 
Governor. 


On another occasion he attempt- 
ed to clean up an official scandal 
growing out of the Secretary of 
State’s administration of the “blue 
sky” law. He called upon that of- 
ficial for certain reports, and the 
Secretary of State virtually 
thumbed his nose at the Governor. 

Again, when there appeared to 
be an irregularity in the office of 
the State Treasurer, the Governor 
found that a statute giving him the 
supposed power to suspend a dere- 
lict state officer was unconstitu- 
tional. Each of the officials elected 
by the people was supreme in his 
own field, and could be removed 
only by the cumbersome impeach- 
ment process.

Voters Undiscriminating. 


Experience has shown that us- 
ually the voters in Missouri exer- 
cise very little discrimination in 
voting for any candidates for 
State officers except for United 
States Senator and Governor. Us- 
ually they automatically cast their 
ballots for minor State officials 
along the same party lines they 
follow in voting for President. 

This undoubtedly means that 
they are not concerned about the 
qualifications of the Attorney Gen- 
eral, Secretary of State, Auditor 
and other minor officials, or that 
they have been unable to obtain 
information on which to reach a 
discriminating opinion. The voters 
apparently give little thought to 
the qualifications of candidates for 
offices on the ballot below that of 
Governor. 

For instance, in 1940, when more 
than 1,800,000 votes were cast in 
Missouri, there was a difference of 
more than 50,000 as between the 
Democratic candidates for Presi- 
dent and Governor, while the 
greatest difference between the 
total vote for President and that 
of any minor administrative state 
official was only 5000. Similarly, 
there was a difference of more 
than 40,000 in the total vote cast 
for the Republican candidates for 
President and Governor, while it 
was only 17,000 between Repub- 
lican candidates for President and 
minor state officers. There was a 
difference of less than 10,000 be- 
tween the total votes of the candi-, 
dates for minor offices on the 
Democratic ticket, and a differ- 
ence of only slightly over 6000 be- 
tween the minor candidates on the 
Republican ticket. 


Municipal League Plan. 


The National Municipal League, 
an organization of students of gov- 
ernment, approves the short bal- 
lot and the appointive systen® for 
minor state officials. After many 
years of study and research it 
has recommended a “model Con- 
stitution,” which provides that 
only the Governor would be elec- 
ted. Department heads, not-to ex- 
ceed 20, would be appointed by 
the Governor, with the exception 
of the Auditor, who would be 
named by the Legislature. 

The recommendation of the 
League would relieve the Governor 
of much of the detail of adminis- 
tration, leaving him free to devote

Idea Accepted Now. 

N the midst of a war that is 
testing our strength to the ut- 
termost, the idea of using force as 


tenance of peace does not alarm 
us the way it used to. Nor are we 
loath, at this juncture, to accept the 
principle that the maintenance of 
peace should be a collective enter- 
prise. 

After all, that is precisely what 
is happening today and we are 
grateful for the fact that we are 
not being forced to bear the bur- 
den and heat of battle alone. Cer- 
tainly it does not require much im- 
agination to realize how desperate 
our plight would be had England 
fallen or Russia collapsed or our 
other present allies quite the fight, 
It is for these reasons that every 
public opinion poll shows a sub- 
stantial majority in favor of pre- 
cisely the kind of a postwar inter- 
national policy we rejected after 
the last war. And, as the Macki- 
nac Declaration suggests, even 
those who in the past belonged in 
the extreme isolationist camp have 
begun to seek a better ‘ole. 
Adherence in war time to the 
broad principles of maintaining 
peace by force is, however, one 
thing. Acceptance in peacetime of 
a precise formula which | would 
carry out that principle is some- 
thing else again. That is why 
Hull’s subsequent speeches will be 
awaited with such interest, For 
in these speeches, he says, the 
basic problems outlined in his ad- 
dress of Sunday will be discussed 
in greater detail. 


Reversal After Last War. 

HE point to remember is that 
present American readiness to 
join with other nations in the great 
task of preserving peace does not 
differ basically from a similar 
readiness manifested by the Amer- 
ican people a quarter of a century 
ago, when, as now, we were in the 
midst of a great war. 

It was not long after the war 
ended that American public opin- 
ion suffered a great change, partly 
the result of the political shenani- 
gans of such as as Henry Cabot 
Lodge, partly the result of the 
fact that when the war ended the 
necessity for collective security 
seemed far less urgent than had 
been the case in 1917-18.

A New Approach to Rebuilding St. Louis. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR editorial, “Vision and Practical- 

ity,” is full of good, sound philosophy. 
We cannot have a genuinely good city 
when there are sections in which hous- 
ing conditions are such that the public 
bealth is impaired, where cost of city 
services exceeds greatly any possible in- 
come from real estate taxes—the princi- 
pal source of city revenue in all Ameri- 
can cities, 

Our methods of city development have 
left much to be desired. When houses are 
new, living conditions in them and in the 
neighborhood are good. Owners usually 
are careful to maintain their property in 
good condition. 

Gradually, as the houses become older 
and changes in ownership occur, and es- 
pecially when the dwelling is no longer 
occupied by its owner, the good charac- 
ter of the home and of the neighborhood 
are sacrificed in an endeavor to produce 
revenue, It is no longer a home—it is a 
speculation. « 

First, boarding houses appear, and 
goon houses are cut up into several suites 
for occupancy by numerous families. The 
original structures were never designed 
as tenement houses and so, throughout 
much of the city, we have exploitation 
and sweating of the land in the interest 
of obtaining speculative profits with lit- 
tle or no. consideration for “light, air 
and pleasant living conditions.” 

You well characterize this as “seem- 
ing trivia” when, in fact, it is the great- 
est single determinant of the character 
of the city. Here is a descending spiral 
which leads inevitably to blighted dis- 
tricts, to slums and to eventual abandon- 
ment because of inability to pay taxes. 

For the city to resell these properties 
and “get them back on the tax roll” 
solves no problems. It merely prolongs 
the difficulty. 

Undoubtedly we are entering an era 
when, by large-scale methods, we can 
build whole neighborhoods in which 
there will be, as you say, “light, sun- 
shine and pleasant places in which to 
live and work and play.” It can be done 
in such a way as still to pay dividends to 
investors—perhaps, on the whole, greater 
dividends than are paid by speculative 
real estate investment. Certainly, it can 
also be made to pay substantial dividends 
in public health and public welfare. 

As far as we can see now, the con- 
struction, maintenance and operation of 
whole neighborhoods as single units is 
the only way to overcome neglect and 
deterioration. Good design and construc- 
tion will make for permanently good 
living conditions, but thoroughly sound 
operation and maintenance is even more 
important in the long run. Owners of 
the proposed new large-scale housing de- 
velopments will insist upon good mainte- 
mance as a matter of self-interest. 

Here is a new approach to city build- 
ing that is so far superior to past meth- 
ods that few can deny its reasonableness 
and value.

OPPORTUNITY FOR MISSOURI. 

This is Missouri’s rare good fortune—that the 
machinery is ready for a complete renovation of 
its State Government, The opportunity is here to 
enter the postwar era as the most progressive of 
all the states. 

When the Constitutional Convention convenes at 
Jefferson City on Sept. 21, a week from today, 
the 83 delegates will represent a people who have 
said by their ballots that they wish a revision of the 
fundamental law of the State. 

This popular verdict was rendered in the full 
knowledge that we are in a war which may con- 
tinue for months or for years, and over the protests 
of some who argued that the times were not suit- 
able for an undertaking so important to public wel- 
fare. 

We think the people were right; that it is of 
highest importance to prepare now for the condi- 
tions ynder which we will live when the war is 
over. Our venerable Constitution of 1875, product 
of a convention notable for its devotion to public 
service, has served well. Under it, despite many 
handicaps, Missouri has prospered and taken a place 
well forward in state leadership. It has been neces- 
sary, however, on many occasions to amend the old 
document to conform to the needs of the times, and 
there have been other occasions when the Constitu- 
tion’s provisions were a bar to progress. 

Today we have a Constitution containing much 
good, also much that is obsolete and in conflict with 
amended provisions, and some material which goes 
directly against public welfare. If the convention 
did nothing more, it could edit the document to 
make it shorter and clearer. | 

There ig need, however, to go beyond this. In a 
series of articles, whose publication was begun 
Sunday, the Post-Dispatch is pointing out widely 
recognized faults of State government which could 
be corrected in a new Constitution, as well as the 
major proposals which are likely to be presented to 
the convention. 

In the pressure of their wartime duties on the 
home front, and in their absorption with the news 
from the fighting fronts, it is likely that many citi- 
zens have not had time to think much about the 
coming convention, its tasks, its possibilities and 
what its successful functioning will mean in their 
own daily lives. . 

There will not be another opportunity for such 
a constitutional revision until at least 20 years have 
passed. It is, therefore, a duty of good citizenship 
to become familiar with the necessity for changes 
in the State’s fundamental code, and to keep an ob- 
servant eye on the deliberations where those changes 
are debated. An enlightened and watchful public 
can wield a strong influence toward obtaining con- 
structive results at this convention. 

If all the people of Missouri, from the plains of 
the north to the Ozarks of the south, from the banks 
of the Mississippi to the western border, could fore- 
see the kind of world we will live in when the war 
is over, we think they would urgently demand a new 
Constitution. 

Such a Constitution would retain all the gains of 
the past, but, most important, it would open the 
door for progress. It would protect the rights of 
the people, those who labor on farms and in in- 
dustry; it would promote sound education; it would 
provide for the welfare of the needy; it would en- 
courage enterprise; in short, it would mark Mis- 
souri as outstanding for good government. 

Thus prepared for the postwar world, Missouri 
should move forward in the development of her re- 
sources and in the happiness of her people. A heavy 
responsibility is that of the Constitutional Conven- 
tion; its opportunity is a rare one. 
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PASSAGE OF THE CIGARETTE TAX. 

Such levies as those on packages of cigarettes are 
popularly called “nuisance taxes,” for the good 
reason that they are nuisances. But in time of war 
and of emergency, the public is ready to put up with 
many nuisances, and there is no reason to expect 
any violent objections to the municipal 2-cent cigar- 
ette tax, just voted by the Board of Aldermen. 

Any objectors would have the difficult task of 
suggesting an equally simple and effective way of 
raising the funds needed to help finance the long- 
needed revision of city pay schedules, and no other 
feasible method is in sight. A small tax on a 
widely sold article will help the city over what 
might have been a troublesome financial hurdle. 
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NORRIS’ REBUKE TO SLATTERY’S ENEMIES. 

George W. Norris has broken the silence of his 
retirement from public life to come to the defense 
of Harry Slattery, the REA Administrator. The man 
who is chiefly responsible for the attack on Mr. 
Slattery, Clyde T. Ellis, executive manager of the 
National Rural Electric. Co-operative Association, 
has received at the hands of the former Senator 
from Nebraska a rebuke that is all the more eloquent 
for tts mellow moderation. 

Mr. Norris had been asked by Mr. Ellis to give his 
support to a demand for dismissal of the REA 
Administrator. Replying by letter from his home, 
this man who has done so much to make electricity 
the servant of the people said that “you are doing 
a great injury to the REA, in my judgment.” He 
condemned Mr. Ellis’ co-operative insurance scheme, 
the issue over which the Co-operative Association 
had come to blows with Mr. Slattery. But even if 
Mr. Ellis had been justified in insisting upon organ- 
izing an insurance company, there would still have 
been a right and a wrong way to go about seeking 
removal of the REA Administrator. Mr. Norris 
wrote: 


I am not trying to defend Slattery because in 
my judgment no charge has been made against 
him that needs a défense. Regardless whether 
your charges are just or unjust, that, you know, 
Clyde, is not the fair way to do with a public 
official. If there are any serious charges 
against Slattery that disqualify him, he ought to 
be removed after the hearing and a fair opinion 
thereby heard. 


George Norris refuses, in short, even to discuss 
the subject at the level of personal vilification. He 
applies, instead, the sound principle that a public 
official has a right to be judged on his merits, not 
on the pique or disgruntlement of someone who 
happens to have political influence. It is a principle 
that could be more widely used, to good advantage, 
around Washington nowadays. 

It is also a principle that Mr. Ellis might well 
adopt. If his insurance plan is unsound, as it 
appears to be, Mr. Slattery’s ouster won’t make it 
meritorious. If it is sound, Mr. Ellis should espouse 
it on its merits, and should not have too much 
trouble in shaking Mr. Slattery from his position. 
It is perhaps a sufficient commentary on the insur- 
ance project that Mr. Bilis has chosen to rely, not 
upon its merits, but upon a personal attack directed 


against the REA Administrator. Mr. Norris’ letter 
should serve to call his attention to the distinction 
between principle and prejudice. 
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A CHANCE FOR A NEW BEGINNING. 

The tangled and grossly mishandled Melendes case 
is not a dead issue. In the eyes of public opinion, 
it is not closed, nor is it closed in the eyes of the 
courts. Circuit Judge William L. Mason made this 
plain in his pointed remark in convening the Sep- 
tember term grand jury, only three days after the 
previous body had brought in another finding of “no 
corpus delicti.” 

Judge Mason gave the customary charge about the 
grand jury’s duty to “find and present bills of indict- 
ment for either felonies or misdemeanors of which 
you can find legal evidence,” and then added these 
significant words: “This is true even though the 
same matter may have been investigated by a pre- 
vious grand jury or juries.” 

So the new grand jury can, if it wishes, take up 
the death of Edward Melendes while he was in the 
hands of the St. Louis police. It can make a fresh 
start toward getting at the truth of this shocking 
case. The fact that seven investigations have 
already been made by six previous grand juries is no 
valid objection to trying again. 

The grand jury has tremendous powers. It is one 
of the oldest institutions in our legal system, and it 
has a great function as an independent body of 
citizens set up to expose violations of law and bring 
about justice, without interference by other officials. 

A grand jury can, if it wishes, proceed entirely 
on its own. One writer on_the subject says: “So 
long as it is looking for evidence of crime—which 
takes in an immense terrjtory—it can dig into 
anything without so much as a by-your-leave from 
District Attorney, Judge, Governor or political boss.” 

Said the Missouri Supreme Court in 1940 in ruling 
on the notorious W. W. Graves case in Kansas City: 
“Neither the Circuit Court nor the Prosecuting 
Attorney can interfere with or frustrate the proceed- 
ings and deliberations of the grand jury.” 

A similar statement was made by a St. Louis 
Circuit Judge, Ernest E. Qakley, on Feb. 8, 1940, in 
connection with an investigation of public school 
affairs. He told the grand jury to go over the head 
of the dilatory Circuit Attorney, Franklin Miller, 
and had this to say of its powers: 

Let it be understood that the grand jury as 
such possesses inquisitorial powers equal to those 
of the Circuit Attorney, and that in no sense do 
your prerogatives conflict with his. 

The Circuit Attorney has authority under the 
law to make investigations and present the re- 
sults thereof to your body, but separate and 
apart from his presentation, you have the power 
under the law and the instructions of this court 
to conduct your own investigations independ- 
ently. 

If the September grand jury wishes to break new 
ground by acting independently, and thus avoiding 
the confusion that has been brought into the case 
by the maneuvers of the Circuit Attorney’s office, the 


way is open. 
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TO STOP WASTAGE OF MAN POWER. 

The hoarding and wasting of man power on the 
farms, disclosed in a confidential report of the WMC, 
seems to be due in part, and perhaps in rather large 
part, to the wrongheadedness of the draft laws. 
Obviously, the draft has gone too far in blanket 
exemption of farm workers, and too far the other way 
in respect to industrial workers. 

A particularly wasteful result of the discrimination 
is that farm workers, draft-deferred, refuse to accept 
industrial employment during the months when 
there is nothing for them to do on the farm, because 
in a war plant they would lose their deferred status. 

Draft deferment for farm workers should be con- 
tingent, in part at least, upon continuous employ- 
ment, and should place g premium on employment 
in war industry during slack farming seasons. 

Workers in war industries should be placed on at 
least an equal basis with farm workers in respect 
to deferments, There are signs enough that we are 
paying dearly for the imbalance in treatment of 
agricultural and industrial labor. Production is 
lagging in aircraft factories and shipyards crippled 
by man-power problems, An impending labor crisis 
on the railroads was brought to the attention of the 
public recently by the ODT director, Joseph B. 
Eastman, and it might well be determined whether 
there is any connection between the quantity and 
quality of man power available to the roads and the 
wrecks that have occurred recently. 

Now that Congress is back in session, the man- 
power situation ought to be gone into thoroughly. 
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THE MUSSOLINI MELODRAMA. 

“Divide and baffle” ig still the line taken by the 
Third Reich radio, now proclaiming that what is 
left of Mussolini has been salvaged by the Nazis. If 
he lives, this ailing clown presumably will settle 
for reduction to Quisling size, will be the figure- 
head of a puppet regime in part of Italy until we 
drive the Germans out of it. 

Quite a comedown—if it’s true—for a neo-Caesar. 
Rather a squeaky role for the bull-voiced thunderer 
whose tactics led to wars and enslaved a nation. With 
Rommel again to the rescue, the Nazis are trying 
to prop up the fallen gangster and rally to his em- 
blem the ragged remnants of the squadristi, the 
dupes who lined their pockets with Fascist lira. 
These are already known to be our enemies. We 
lose nothing by their presence in the Nazi camp. 

It seems more likely that Mussolini no longer 
lives—the Bern report—or that he might be run- 
ning a macaroni stand in Albania or cowering be- 
hind a modest alp, in hiding, and that the Hitlerite 
radio is producing a thriller to shout down the loss 
of the Italian Navy. The Berlin radio hails this 
“audacious” move, the theatrical “rescue” of Musso- 
lini by paratroopers and the super-tough, super- 
inhuman supermen of the Elite Guard. 

Hitler, bluffing specialist in taking governments 
by telephone, has often served up a propaganda 
blend of Mandrake and Graustark to cover a re- 
versal, to dress up dirty work in the semblance of 
derring-do. It is the same Hitler who progressed 
by such stepping-stones as a Reichstag fire, massed 
crowds, barn-sized swastikas, blow-ups and his fanat- 
ic, frightening face, Parteitag at Nuremburg, endless 
posturing on floodlighted platforms. Always melo- 
drama, three parts ham to one part history. 

It used to impress many, to frighten others. Like 
the silent people who lined the paths of Nazi tri- 
umph in Vienna, in Cracow, in Paris. Like Cham- 
berlain, like Boris and Laval. 

Now, if it were not a time of crisis in Italy, the 
old hokum would be comic; as tragi-comic as Hit- 
ler protesting, in 1936, “We seek peace becauge we 
love it.” It is impossible to believe that “The Rescue 
of Benito,” latest opus from the Nazi air waves, will 
harm rather than help our cause.

Italy—Hitler’s Last Scapegoat

T was inevitable that the Germans would 
[react instantly and savagely to the Italian 

act of surrender. In Hitler’s speech of last 
Friday could be heard the bark of orders, 
the cry for revenge, the blast of the terrible 
rage, now turned desperate, he has turned 
on all who have stood in his way, from 
Benes down to Badoglio. 

He reminded the Italians of what had 
happened to Yugoslavia when it turned 
against him, After six months of silence, 
the world had almost forgotten the orgiastic 
anger of Hitler that lashed out first against 
the German Jews and has been running 
after scapegoats ever since, One remem- 
bers now because he has found a new scape- 
goat. 

It is Italy, after all, that has been the 
cause of all his failures and defeats. Italy 
is the chief “sabeteur.” At this moment, 
we may be sure that Hitler is angrier at 
Italy than at any of his enemies. To no 
setback on the Eastern front has he re- 
acted with such energy and instancy. 


Why Rome Was Occupied. 


It was not only for military reasons that 
he moved first to occupy Rome and make 
the Pope “a prisoner in the Vatican” more 
literally than he has ever been before, He 
wants to set an example to his other totter- 
ing satellites, He is so furious, indeed, and 
so afraid in his fury that he is ready to 
go to any lengths and pay any price to pun- 
ish Italy for her desertion. 

Between the signature and the announce- 
ment of the Italian armistice, the Allies 
and the Badoglio Government had five days 
to do what they could to forestall the meas- 
ures the Nazis were certain to take to coun- 
ter this mortal blow to their power and 
their prestige. It was not enough. 

In a burst of invective against Badoglio 
almost as bitter as Hitler’s, the German 
High Command admits that it did not know 
what was going on, but if Gen. Eisenhower's 
extraordinarily well-kept secret could have 
been kept any longer, we would surely have 
taken time to make more landings and ef- 
fect a deeper penetration before breaking 
the news of the capitulation. 


Resistance by the Italians. 


As it is, the Germans moved at once to 
seize Rome, Naples, Genoa, the Dalmatian 
coast. They have routed the Italian guard 
at the Brenner and disarmed the Italian 
soldiers in the north, in Southern France 
and in the Balkans. According to their own 
accounts, they have met resistance. There 
is some evidence that the spirit of revolt is 
growing. 

Italy is going through a convulsion out 
of which anything may emerge. Its weak- 
ness is that the bulk of its armies is 
outside the country and those at home 
which are not already disarmed are scat- 
tered and bewildered. Except in the air, 
the Allied forces are by no means strong 
enough yet to be able to strike at all the 
points of German concentration. 

Only two things are clear. One has been 
implicit in the situation from the first. 
Whether Italy was doomed to come under 
the power of Germany the instant’ the 
Nazis occupied Austria and took their place 
on the Brenner is a question for history to 
decide, but there a be no question that 
it was doomed to become a battlefield as 
soon as the Allies landed and thus brought 
the war to the borders of Germany. Those 


who pretended that the Italians could sur- 
render and obtain peace were completely 
blind to the realities of the situation. 


The central reality, obvious to anyone 
who can read maps and the lessons of his- 
tory, is that Italy is of cardinal importance 
in this war. Its defection cdnstitutes a 
major defeat for Germany and a major 
victory for the Allies. This fact is heavily 
underscored not only by the action of Ber- 
lin but likewise by the attitude of Moscow. 


Russia’s View of Surrender. 


Up to the day of capitulation, the So- 
viet press continued to play down the in- 
vasion of Italy as a minor operation, a 
wholly inadequate substitute for a second 
front. But the surrender changed the Rus- 
sian evaluation of the enterprise. It was at 
once hailed as a great victory, for which 
the Red Army was entitled to the lion’s 
share of the credit, 


Izvestia declared that it was due to “de- 
feats on the Soviet front in which all con- 
tingents of picked Italian troops were ex- 
terminated.” Pravda said that “the sum- 
mer victories of the Red Army compelled 
Hiter to abandon his Italian ally.” 


While this, interpretation suggests that 
the Russian people are not going to get a 
very exalted idea of the Allies’ part in the 
common struggle, its chief significance is 
in confirming Hitler’s angry appraisal of 
the importance of Italy to the German 
cause. It is clear that he is going to make 
a desperate fight for it. But so are we. 


With such power as is left to them—the 
power of sabotage, the power of resistance, 
the power of hate—so must the Italian peo- 
ple fight if the country they love is to sur- 
vive. 


Hitler has gone the right way to make 
them fight. He has put Italy at last on 
the side of France, of Poland, of Yugosla- 
via. By making it a part once more of the 
European family, of which Rome was long 
the sign and the leader, he has taken the 
last step to create a new Europe. 


NOBODY KNOWS THE ANSWER.

HEN we read optimistic reports con- 

cerning the.prospects for peace, we 
want to believe they are true. We are sure 
the Axis will be defeated, and we see in 
every military gain on Hitler an early col- 
lapse of his war machine. 

The bright outlook is not to be played 
down, but we are reminded each day not 
to set too much store by what we deduce. 
This advice comes from men who are inti- 
mately asBociated with the work of win- 
ning the war. Even the most enthusiastic 
of commanding officers in the field, enjoy- 
ing the greatest confidence in the men un- 
der their command and certain of our tri- 
umph, warn of bitter fighting ahead. 

Elmer Davis, speaking deliberately as the 
head of the OWI, has said no one knows 
when the war will end, He discounts the 
prophets, optimistic and pessimistic, and 
he is speaking for the men who know all 
there is to know concerning the progress 
of the war. They are in doubt concerning 
the probable duration of the conflict. They 
don’t know. No one knows. 

We will continue to experience rising 
hopes for early peace with every good bit 
of news. That is the American way, and 
we can’t be weaned of our taste for en- 
couragement. We will, however, take our 
stimulation in a realistic way, as a pick-up 
to be enjoyed for the moment, subject to 
later developments.

1. American citizen evacuees who 
have refused to pledge loyalty to

SUES, SAYS FL HEAD | 


James Fly Asserts Industry : 


Should Giwe Broader 
Public Service. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14 (AP). 


—Chairman James Lawrence Fly 
of the Federal Communications 
Commission said yesterday the 
radio industry shows too much of 
a tendency to avoid “vital” public 
issues in its broadcasts. 

He said at his press conference 
“there seems to be something of a 
tendency in the industry general- 
ly to restrict and exclude rather 
than to lay down sound policies 
that will give us broader and more 
wholesome public service.” 

Asked what would happen if the 
industry followed the tendency he 
described, Fly said “that would be 
a matter for the consideration of 
the commission.” 

“It is,” he remarked, “something 
of a defensive complex that enters 
into this sort of thing, a tendency 
of the industry to avoid these vital 
questions on the public issues, to 
take. refuge behind shibboleths 
rather than move out in a funda- 
mental and vital way and grasp 
the issues and do something about 
rendering a public service in re- 
gard to them.” 

Fly asserted ih response to an- 
other question that “from the 
standpoint of ideal service it may 
well be that there ought not be 
any sponsorship of news or com- 
ment, I would take no position on 
that. You certainly do have some 
splendid examples of courage in

This would be accom- 
plished by a Constitutional authori- 
zation for his selection of an Ad- 
ministrative Manager, to whom he 
could delegate any or all of his 
administrative duties. 


Similarity to City Charter. 


Caulfield, in his discussions of 
changes which he believes should 
be made in the executive setup of 
the State Government, has directed 
attention to the fact that they cor- 
respond in the main with the 
change made in the government of 
St.:Louis by the adoption of the 
present Charter in 1914. Prior to 
that the people, in addition to elect- 
ing the Mayor and Comptroller, 
who are elected under the new 
Charter, elected an Auditor, Reg- 
ister, Inspector of Weights and 
Measures, President of the Board 
of Public Improvement, President 
of the Board of Assessors and a 
City Marshal. 

Early in former Mayor Dick- 
mann’s administration, at the depth 
of the depression, Caulfield pointed 
out, the Mayor forced heads of de- 
partments to reduce expenditures 
to avoid a budget crisis. He could 
not have enforced his order had the 
minor officials been elected. Caul- 
field had a somewhat similar ex- 
perience us Governor, When state 
revenues dropped off sharply, the 
Governor orcered all departments 
under his control to reduce ex- 
penditures 25 per cent. Other offi- 
cials, interested more in patronage 
than in a balanced budget, refused 
t. follow the Governor’s lead, and 
he could do nothing about it. 


Issue of Election Date. 

The desirability of changing the 
time for the election of state offi- 
cials, regardless of whether the 
convention adopts the cabinet form 
of government, will be an impor- 
tant question for consideration by 
the convention. Although there is 
no question of political policy in- 
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volved in administering the affairs 
of the State, which is, or at least 
should be, purely a business job, 
the experience in Missouri, as in 
other states, has been that with 
rare exceptions the election of 
state officers is controlled by the 
national political trend without re- 
gard to the merits of the candi- 
dates. 

Voters for the most part cast 
their ballots for state officials of 
the same political parties as the 
candidates they favor for Presi. 
dent. In the Harding landslide of 
1920, the State, which had been 
Democratic for eight years, went 
heavily Republican for State of- 
ficers as it did for Harding. The 
same was true in the Hoover land- 
slide of 1928, while in 1932 the 
State switched over politically and 
became heavily Democratic in the 
Roosevelt landslide of that year. 

Yet the only question of political 
policy involved was whether Demo- 
crats or Republicans would get the 
state jobs. That could not have 
been controlling because’ the 
Democrats who voted for Harding 
and Coolidge could have had no 
interest in turning over state 
patronage to the Republicans, just 
as the Republicans who voted for 
Roosevelt in 1932 and 1936 could 
have had no interest in Democratic 
state patronage. 

There is wide support for a pro- 
posal that the election of state of- 
ficials be held in a different year 
from that of the national election 
on the theopy that the voter# would 
then be in a position to select 
their state officials solely on state 
issues without the election being 
complicated or controlled by the 
prejudices growing out of national 
campaign issues, which always 
overshadow state issues. 

Dr. L. E. Meador, professor of 
economics at Drury College, 
Springfield, a delegate to the con- 
vention, after extensive study of 
the structure of the State govern- 
ment, is an advocate of the cabi- 
net system to cure the evils grow- 
ing out of the division of author- 
ity among State officials. He has 
said he considers this the greatest 
fault in the State setup. 


Factual Guide for Delegates. 

An exhaustive study of adminis- 
trative forms of all state govern- 
ments has been prepared for the 
use of the convention by Dr. Mar- 
tin L. Faust, professor of econom- 
ics at Missouri University. Purely 
historical and informative, Dr. 
Faust’s report contains an outline 
of the history of the Missouri 
government and its several consti- 
tutions, and an outline of the 
changes which other states have 
made in their governmental struc- 
ture. There is no argument or 
propaganda in it. 

With any reshaping of the exec- 
utive branch, there comes into 
consideration the grouping of the 
present 80 departments, boards, 
bureaus and commissions, under a 
limited number of departments 
provided for the cabinet system. 
New York has 20 departments un- 


der this system, more probably 


than would be advisable in Mis- 
souri. This, it is contended by 
the advocates of a complete read- 
justment, would make possible a 
real authority with a real fixing 
of responsibility. 

The full plan contemplates the 
adoption of an effective budget 
authority under the Governor to 
replace the ineffective budget law 
now in existence, a grouping of 
all tax assessing and collecting 
agencies under one head, and a 
merit system to replace the spoils 
system. Repeated efforts by sev- 
eral Governors to bring about 
these reforms have failed because 
of the influence of minor state of- 
ficials and their employes with the 
Legislature, Rather than lose the 
political patronage which has en- 
abled them to hold office appar- 
ently indefinitely, several of these 
officials have sacrificed the state 
interest for their own selfish in- 
terests. 


Change in Fiscal Year. 

In this same connection, there 
will be a proposal to change the 
date of the beginning of the state 
fiscal year. Under the present 
Constitution the fiscal year begins 
Jan, 1, which is only a few days 
in advance of the beginning of the 
biennial session of the Legislature. 
Appropriations are made for a 
two-year period. This has resulted 
in much confusion in state fi- 
nances. No money can be legally 
expended by any state department 
until it is appropriated by the Leg- 
islature. All appropriations expire 
with the end of the fiscal year pre- 
ceding the Legislative session, 

Consequently, the Legislature 
must make temporary appropria- 
tions hastily without any consid- 
eration of the needs of depart- 
ments with the result that some 
have available much more money 


than they need, leading to extrav-’ 


agance and waste, while others 
are handicapped by 
funds. By simply changing the 
beginning of the fiscal year to 
July 1 this confusion could be 
avoided. 

Bar on Second Term. 

The advisability of the present 
constitutional prohibition against 
a governor's eligibility to election 
to succeed himself has been a mat- 
ter of discussion for a number of 
years. Some governors who have 
gone into office without previous 
experience in affairs of the State 
Government have found that it 
took the most part of their first 
two years in office to acquaint 
themselves with the details of the 
Government, and that their terms 
had expired before they could 
make any serious efforts carrying 
into effect needed reforms, 

While the reason for the limita- 
tion probably was to prevent a 
governor from using his office to 
obtain re-election, the prohibition 
has not prevented some governors 
from using their official powers to 
aid them as candidates for United 
States Senator. 

Suggestions have been made 
that the term of office might be 
extended from four years to six, 
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insufficient 


and the Governor made ineligible 
for election to any office for a 
period of four years after the close 
of his term. 

Advocates of removal of all 
limitation take the position that 
the people can refuse to re-elect 
a bad governor and that they 
should not be deprived of the op- 
portunity to re-elect a good gover- 
nor. 

This covers the larger probléms 
in connection with the executive 
branch of the Government which 
the convention will have before it. 
There will be many others of les- 
ser importance, 

The conventior can submit to 
the importunities and influences 
of selfish political officeholders 
and retain in the proposed new 
Constitution the wastefulness and 
inefficiency of the present setup, 
or it can write an executive chap- 
ter which will create a govern- 
mental structure based on effi- 
ciency instead of political spoils, 
economy instead of waste.

View From Hilltop. 

Standing on a hill overlooking 
the amphitheater where clean, 
khakiclad soldiers watch an open 
air movie, I awefully look at the 
lighted buildings which house 
clerical and drafting staffs. work- 
ing full-tilt through the night 
hours. 

Across the sweeping valley, a 
huge V of electric lights proclaims 
the Allies’ will to victory. On a 
distant mountain, the headlights 
of jeeps and trucks wind around 
new switchback roads. Overhead, 
planes thunder outward, or inward- 
bound flash on their landing lights, 
like red and green comets curving 
gracefully to earth. 

In a nearby revetment, American 
boys, young and serious, clamber 
out of planes and joke with main- 
tenance crews, then ramble off to 
clean sleeping quarters. 

Between midnight and 5 o’clock 
in the morning, there is a period 
of partial calm. Only an occasional 
road-grader passes, slicing off the 
day’s corduroy from the main high- 
ways. The sawmill is cutting lum- 
ber on 24-hour shifts, in ascending 
and descending cadence. A few 
searchlights stab the _ drifting 
clouds, on the alert while thousands 
of American soldiers sleep, un- 
troubled by fear of enemy air raids, 
Deep, heavily-covered fox holes, 
once frequently used, are now 
grown over with Kauni grass, and 
slit trenches are filling with dust, 
unused these’ last few months. 

It was only a little more than a 
year ago that Japan met and fell 
back before America’s baffling en- 
gineering ability. 

“It cannot be done,” said the Jap 
high command. It was done, and, 
for hundreds of miles northward, 
New Guinea’s earth is fouled by 
the decaying carcasses of Japan’s 
presumptuous legions, betrayed by 
leaders who refuse to believe that 
a mile of jungle road could be built 
in 15 minutes, or that a fully- 
equipped battalion, including ar- 
tillery, could be set down on a 
beachhead in half an hour. 

Nor is the end of this effort in 
sight. Hardly any of the original 
group of Americans who flew 
northward from Australia now re- 
main here. New engineers, with 
strange, recently developed ma- 
chines, arrive on scores of Liberty 
ships and ‘move .ahead, enabling 
armed men to drive the Japs north- 
ward like hunters exterminating 
wild animals, 

And the forces under Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur have just begun to 
use the new type warfare which 
will spell Japan’s doom in the 
Southwest Pacific,

Must Be Preserved.

Former Senator Is Quoted 
in Pamphlet Issued by 
Popular Government 
League Head.

NEW YORK, Sept. 14.—Strong 
opposition to any postwar program 
of large Federal Government 
spending was e#pressed by W. L. 
Hemingway, president of the Mer- 
cantile-Commerce Bank & Trust 
Co., St. Louis, and president of the 
American Bankers’ Association, in 
his address before the association’s 
annual convention at the Waldorf- 
Astoria Hotel today. | 

“Our association,” Hemingway 
said, “has worked closely with the 
Treasury in the drives for sale of 
war bonds. We have been giad to 
render this service. But we have 
a further obligation, and that is to 
see, in so far as in us lies the 
power, that the integrity of the 
Government bonds is preserved. 
“While we are prepared to con- 
tinue to finance the war, no matter 
how long the road may be, I hope 
this convention will make known 
in no uncertain terms that the 
banks will not accept the regpon- 
sibility for the consequences, if a 
third emergency is declared after 
the waf, and another program of 
Government spending is undertak- 
en. 
“No one can argue successfully 
that we need more money in circu- 
lation, The currency outstanding 
exceeds 18 billions of dollars, 
whereas in the boom year of 1929 
it was less than five billions. Bank 
deposits today are more than 88 
billions as against 56 billions in 
1929. What excise can there be, 
then, after the war, for further 
Government spending to make 
work and put money in the hands 
of the people? The only reason is 
that of political expediency. 

Puts It Up to States, Cities. 

“If public works are needed after 
the war,’ let them be provided by 
local governments, state and mu- 
nicipal. These governments have 
been paying their debts and are in 
good credit, therefore are able to 
pay for what they want and need. 
Furthermore, and this is impor- 
tant, there is a check on these ex- 
penditures, because the people have 
to vote the bonds at an election 
held for the purpose. 

“Tt is time for the people of this 
country to realize that we are 
straining our resources to fight 
this war, and if we are to have a 
return to tconomic health it must 
be by the orthodox way of work 
and save. And in addition to eco- 
nomic health, if we are to ‘preserve 
in this land the American way of 
life that our forefathers established 
for us, we need a genuine under- 
standing of spiritual values. We 
have been living face to face with 
the fundamentals of life, and learn- 
ing to appraise things at their true 
values, and we have certainly 
learned that man cannot live by 
bread alone.” 

Speaking further of the banks’ 
services in war financing, Heming- 
way said: 

“We have sold bonds, kept books 
in terms of sugar, gasoline and 
other ration points, and now we 
are acting as tax collectors, all on 
a basis of no profit to ourselves 
and often at considerable expense. 
But the obligation to serve does 
not rest solely upon us. There is 
also an obligation binding the 
President, and that is that he not 
permit men in his administration 
to take advantage of the war emer- 
gency to permanently fasten upon 
us an economy alien to our tradi- 
tions, I think it not amiss for us 
also to ask him to see that politics 
is shéved into the background. For 
the second time in our generation 
destiny has placed a president of 
the United States in an unique 
position to render great service 
not only to his own country, but to 
all mankind. Let us pray that this 
opportunity will not be lost.” 

“Encroachment of Government.” 

Hemingway discussed “encroach- 
ment of Government on the private 
enterprise system under the guise 
of emergency in the establishment 
of Government lending agencies. 
There is great danger of these be- 
coming permanent, he said. “This 
is especially true in the field of 
agricultural credits.” 

He said that, under present con- 
ditions, it should be possible to in- 
sure reasonable financial aid to 
farmers, without subsidizing credit 
enterprises from the Federai 
Treasury. 

“We have been told on many oc- 
casions,” he said, “that the bank- 
ers are looked to for advice and 
guidance, and that they are regard- 
ed as leaders in their communities. 
Let us accept this leadership, and 
boldly denounce as unsound those 
men and measures which lead to 
the destruction of our American 
economy, and let us again pro- 
claim that energy and enterprise, 
self-denial and thrift provide the 
only road to individual and nation- 
al prosperity. 

“The same rules that apply to the 
conduct of the individual hold 
true for the Government. Neither 
can waste money without injury. 
Each must live within the income 
provided, or in the end face dis- 
aster. During an emergency old 
rules may be temporarily suspend- 
ed. The great depression saw the 
abandonment of sacred principles 
under the gtress of emergency. The 
global war left us no choice .but 
that of arming to win. It is hoped

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14. — A’ 
pamphlet militantly defending 
Harry Slattery as head of the Ru- 
ral Electrification” Administration 
and tracing the fight to oust him

ciation has been published by Jud- 
son King, REA consultant, direc- 
tor of the National Popular Gov- 
ernment Leagvre and Slattery’s 
close friend. 

The document, carrying on the 
printed warfare between King and 
Clyde T. Ellis, executive manager 
of the NRECA, that! s been aired 
in recent issues of the Public Util- 
ities Fortnightly, likely will fan 
the nationwide controversy over 
Slattery to a new pitch. Ellis de- 
clined to comment on the charges 
i King’s newest statement, for the 
present. 

The pamphlet is highlighted by a 
hitherto unpublished letter sent in 
June to Ellis by form.r Senator 
George W. Norris of Nebraska, 
after Ellis and others had impor- 
tuned him to join in the attack on 
Slattery. The letter is especially 
interesting in view of Ellis’ heated 
denial to a Post-Dispatch repre- 
sentative that the proposed insur- 
ance plan of the NRECA had any- 
thing to do with the association’s 
sudden opposition to Slattery. § 

Norris Letter Quoted. 

Norris’ letter, as quoted by King, 
said, in part: 

“T have just read your letter of 
June 22. In this letter you do as 
you have done in previous letters;

Not- 
withstanding the fact that at one 
time he was favorable to co-opera- 
tive insurance, he would not go 
along in this plan,, and, therefore, 
without any trial, without any 
ceremony, he must be removed... . 
You are doing a great injury to 
the REA in my judgment.”

OW’S your sponge cake-mak- 
Hix technic these days? A 
feathery sponge cake which 
needs no icing is just the right 
companion for a dish of fresh 
fruit—but is yours feathery? That 
desirable quality depends entirely 
upon the amount of air that you 
manage to incorporate into the 
eggs when you're beating them— 
and how much of that air you can 
keep in the eggs while you fold 
in the flour. So beat the eggs well 
and be very careful how you fold 
in the flour. Then bake your cake 
at a low temperature and you'll 
have a cake that other housewives 
will be asking how to make. 
Sponge Cake—Six eggs, one cup 
cake flour, one cup granulated su- 
gar, three-fourths teaspoon cream 
of tartar, dash of salt, one tea- 
spoon vanilla. Saparate eggs. Sift 
flour, measure, and resift twice 
with one-half the sugar. Beat egg 
yolks till thick and lemon col- 
ored. Sprinkle ‘cream of tartar 
and salt over egg whites; beat till 
stiff. Add remaining sugar grad- 
ually, beating after each addition. 
Fold in egg yolks, then flour and 
sugar mixture. With last few stirs 
add vanilla. Turn into ungreased 
10-inch pan and bake one hour in 
moderately slow oven (325 degrees 
F.). Remove from oven, invert, 
and let stand until thoroughly 
cooled before removing from pan,

HAT anyone should feel self-conscious about ordering 4 
1 non-alcoholic drink in a cocktail lounge is without reason! 

And yet, it is very curious that when a teetotaler orders 
his pet drink in a cocktail lounge, he (sometimes, even she) is 
likely to be seized with shyness and weakly whispers—-""Tomato 
juice.” This attitude is quite evident in the wording of this 
letter: 

“I don’t care for anything in the line of alcohol, and yet I 
like very much to go with my friends to cocktail lounges for 
the sake of sociability. I must say, though, that most of my 
friends (as well as their friends) do not look upon something 
cooling to drink as coming in the non-alcoholic category.

Force Bid 


Explained 
By Expert

éé EAR MR. CULBERTSON: 
D wu you please settle a con- 
troversy which started a 
couple of weeks ago and since that 
time has raged like a prairie fire, 
until now about 50 persons have 
taken sides on the issue. The ques- 


tions is this: 
So 


uth West North East 
1 spade 2 diamonds Pass 4 diamonds 
“Is West permitted to pass? The 
actual hands are, I believe, rela- 
tively unimportant as the question 
involved is whether or not East’s 


four diamond call is a game forc-, 


ing bid. 

“I contend (and I'll frankly ad- 
mit that I’m among the minority) 
that although East’s bid is a 
strong invitation for game, in view 
of the fact that the opener has al- 
ready advertised a certain mini- 
mum holding, the defenders’ bids, 
or jump bids, are not as stringently 
forcing as the opening side’s jump 
raises. Will you please straighten 
this estion out for us once and 
for all?” 

My correspondent is correct in 
his opinion that East’s four dia- 
mond bid, though a strong invita- 
tion to game, is not an absolute 
force and that West, therefore, is 
permitted to pass. Let’s lay out an 
illustrative deal: 

South, dealer. 

North-South vulnerable. 


South, of course, opens the bid- 
ding with one spade. Now West, 
although he cannot hope really to 
overcalls with two 
diamonds. He is justified in mak- 
ing this overcall because (a) the 


' streggth of his diamond suit alone 


puts him on safe ground; (b) be- 
cause if the opponents play the 
hand, West would rather have a 
diamond lead from partner than 


‘any other lead, and (c) because it 


is quite possible that East-West 
may have a good “save” even at 
five diamonds, against an opposing 
game contract. 

When the two diamond bid gets 
around to East, the latter has 
every reason to feel that there may 
be an excellent play for game in 
diamonds — possibly even for a 
slam. There is no need, however, 
for East actually to contract for 
11 tricks; it is more logical and 
safer for him to indicate his hopes 
via a strong raise. Thus he can 
bid four diamonds, a jump raise, 
with this thought in mind: West 
will realize that East has extraor- 
dinary support and will go to 
game unless his original two diam- 
ond overcall was entirely defensive 
in character. 

Putting this interpretation on 
East's jump raise presents West 
with a certain amount of leeway, 
and instead of thrusting an arbi- 
trary action on him, permits him 
to exercise his judgment. In this 
sample case, West would be best 
advised to pass and play for a 
part score, since his holding out- 
side the diamond suit is barren in 
both tricks and distribution. 

Thus the answer to my corre- 
spondent’s question is that the 
four diamond bid in question is 
not, and should. not be, an abso- 
lute force.

A Family Fight for a 


Two Sisters Seek Custody; One Is the Mother, Husband

DETROIT, Mich, Sept. 13. 
IFE is never dull, it seems, 
L for a “proxy baby.” 

Supposedly settled by judicial 

decree a year ago, after one of the 
most amazing stories of human re- 
lationships ever told in a court- 
room was spread on the record of 
the Macomb County Circuit Court 
at Mt, Clemens, Mich., the case of 
Alice Patricia Hoge, now 3% years 
old, is scheduled to reappear in the 
limelight tomorrow. , 


The child’s story first shocked | 


natives of the “Bath City” at a 
hearing Vefore Judge James EE. 
Spier, in which Alice Patricia's 
mother, Mrs. Alice Juanita Hor- 
vath, 21 years old, sought custody 
of her daughter. The child then 
was in the custody of Mrs. Hor- 
vath’s brother-in-law and her sis 
ter, Mr. and Mrs. Carmel Hoge. 

The first shock came when Mrs. 
Horvath said her brother-in-law 
was the father. The second was 
when Horvath admitted the allega- 
tion was true. But other shocks 
followed swift)y. 

x * * 

Slim and pretty, Mrs, Horvath 
testified while her husband of a 
year or so sat in the back row. In 
the front row sat her brother-in-law 
and older sister, with the child in 
question sitting contentedly on the 
latter’s lap. 

“My sister said she was unable 
to have a baby and she dearly 
loved children and she would give 
me $100 if I would have a baby by 
her husband,” calmly related Mrs. 
Horvath. “I was 14 years old then.” 
As the courtroom attaches blinked 
at this astonishing statement, Mrs. 
Horvath followed it with the asser- 
tion that her sister was anxious to 
divorce her husband and have him 
safely married to Mrs. Horvath so 
she, in turn, could marry another 
man. Both husbands listened to this 
without a change of ‘expression. 

While she refused to entertain 
her sister’s bland suggestion as to 
how to win $100 at the time, Mrs. 
Horvath did enter into a relation- 
ship with her brother-in-law two 
years later, she added. Some six 
weeks later she discovered she was 
to become a mother, and a confer- 
ence followed. Her sister, she said, 
urged her to enter a Detroit hos- 
pital as “Mrs. Hoge” and let the 
Hoges retain the baby. 

“My brother-in-law pointed out 


_I wasn’t old enough to take care 


of the child,” she explained. “He 
said that after a while he would get 
a divorce and we could get married. 
My sister was interested in an- 
other man.” 
x* * * 

HE “proxy baby arrangement” 
T was made in Columbus, O.,, 

while the Hoges were visiting 
at the Horvath home there, where 
the girl then lived. She said she 
came to Detroit on their invitation. 
After her child was born she re- 
turned to visit her sister and the 
father of the child many times, 
often for a month at a time, she 
said. The trio apparently got along 
very well and the sisters took 
turns caring for the child. 

The Hoges’ plan for a divorce 
failed to materialize, however, and 
in 1940 the mother married Louis 
Horvath, a former Army corporal, 
By 1942 he had a $50-a-week job, 
and Mrs. Horvath started suit to 
recover the baby. In the next day 
or two of the trial, interesting 
facts about all the _ principals 
named thus far came to light, as 
well as about other members of 
the family who testified. There is 
space only for the highlights. 

CARMEL HOGE: Wanted to 
keep the child, admitted he was 
the father, had threatened to kill 
the mother and her husband if 
they took the baby away. 

KATHERINE HOGE (his wife): 
Condoned the act of her husband, 
also wanted to keep the baby, was 
charged by her sister with drunk- 
enness, with having a terrible tem- 
per, with a love for physical fights, 
and with carrying on affairs. 

MRS. MARY ROGERS, elder sis- 
ter of the two girls: Some of the 
Horvath battles took place in her 
home, but when she testified about 
them it was hinted that her inter- 
est in the case was actuated by 
revenge because Katherine “took 
away” her boy friend, Her reply 
was: “If they are easy to lose they 
ain’t worth keeping, I always say.” 

x * * 

MRS. CARRIE LAUCH, sister- 
in-law of the three girls: Told 
of the alleged threats of Hoge, 
expressed tlisapproval of Kather- 
ine, and was inclined to favor 
Alice in the family row. 

EUGENE LAUCH, husband of 
Carrie: “Unfortunately I’m the 
brother of the girls and I’m in a 
h— of a spot and I don’t know 
anything.” 

LOUIS HORVATH: Wrote po- 
etry, hated all his in-laws, once 
wrote a letter to Mrs. Hoge solicit- 
ing a “date” in Cleveland, was 
charged with frequently beating 
his wife and with tearing her wed- 
ding dress to pieces on their wed- 
ding night. 

While Hoge admitted paternity 
in the case readily, he maintained 
he was far from being the seducer 
of Alice Juanita. Instead, he pic- 
tured himself as the victim of 
her temperament. Her tempera- 
ment had been sharpened, he in- 
timated, by her detention for over 
a year in an institution for delin- 
quent girls in Columbus. Hoge 
testified that only two month be- 
fore the court hearing, when she 
had returned to the Hoge home 
as a guest, Alice came to his room 
and, his wife, who was sleeping 
downstairs, had to “come to my 
room and rescue me.” Hoge gave 
his weight as 225 pounds, 

Hoge testified also that Alice 
Juanita “ran about the house in 
a very thin nightgown, or house 
dress,” though this statement the 
girl denied yigorously when fe-

called to the stand. “She used to 
follow me from room to room,” he 
added. “She wanted me to embrace 
her. She said she had been locked 
up too long in the House of che 
Good Shepherd.” 

Mrs. Hoge spent much of her 
time on the stand telling about her 
sister’s marriage to Horvath. 

“Alice Juanita met Horvath in a 
beer garden in Columbus,” she tes- 
tified. “He and another soldier were 
in a booth and Alice sat and talked 
to them. “Horvath told her he had 
dreamed about a girl the night be- 
fore who looked exactly like her 
and in the dream she was his 
bride. He said this was an indica- 
tion they would marry. 

“Alice Juanita agreed and they 
left the beer garden and tried to 
find a friend who had a car to take 
them to Kentucky, but failing to 
locate him they had to wait five 
days and were married in Colum- 
bus.” 

x *« * , 

Mrs. Hoge went back in her tes- 
timony to a time when Alice 
Juanita was 10 years old, relating 
that the younger sister visited the 
Hoges, then living in West Vir- 
ginia, and threw her shoes out of 
a window so she would not have 
to return home to Columbus, “Alice 
always was headstrong,” she said. 

Another relative who testified 
with a trace of hysteria was Mrs. 
Melba McDonald, sister of Hoge. 
She denied that her husband, Jack, 
and Mrs. Hoge had been out on a 
drinking party together and that 
her husband beat Mrs. Hoge. 


To add to the confusion, mem- 
bers of the Lauch family (to keep 
the record straight, Mrs. Hoge and 
Mrs. Horvath were Lauches)—dis- 
agreed violently among themselves 
in the trial’s later stages. Two 
brothers, Eugene Lauch, a taxi 
driver at Columbus. and Patrick, 
Detroit war plant worker, took the 
stand and openly favored the 
Hoges as guardians of the child, 
drawing the glares of their third 
sister, Mrs. Rogers. 

Eugene said Alice Juanita had 
heen turned over to him when she 
was released from the House of 
the Good Shepherd at the age of 
16, but that she refused to obey 
him and not only went ‘out nights 
herself but took his wife along, 
and both refused to tell him where 
they had been. He sent her on to 
the Hoges with the perhaps opti- 
mistic view that they would 
“straighten her out,” it developed.

GAIN back on the stand, Alice 
A svanita lost her temper when 

he was confronted with a letter 
written by her, after the birth of 
her baby, to Carmel Hoge, in which 
she told him he need not worry 
about marrying her and that she 
was engaged to another man. Alice 
Juanita listened to the letter, then 
shouted petulantly: “I wrote that 
in one of my moments.” 

“What's that?” queried 
Hoges’ attorney. 

“In one of my moments. When 
I was giving him credit for being 
a better man than I now know he 
is.” 

Judge Spier at one time sighed 
as he halted argument between at- 
torneys. “I’ve heard enough about 
divorces,” he said, His remark

might have been based on the fact 
that the testimony indicated: 
Alice expected her brother-in- 
law to get a divorce to marry her. 
Katherine was alleged to have filed 
a divorce bill in Ohio. Patrick had 
been divorced from his wife. Mary 
had been divorced from her hus- 
band. Carmel] told Alice Juanita 
he would get a divorce. Three wit- 
nesses admitted they were di- 
vorced. Three witnesses admitted 
they lived as common-law mates. 


In his decision, Judge Spier gave 


alternate custody to the father and 
mother for six-month periods, un- 
til the child reached school age. 
The mother was given first cus- 
tody of the child, but at the end 
of six. months Mrs. Horvath re- 
fused to give up Alice Patricia. On 
Feb. 17, 1943, Mrs. Hoge regained 
custody of the child by a ruse. 
Invoking the aid of Columbus 
police, Mrs. Hoge found Mrs. Hor- 
vath and the chield at the home 
of Mrs, Rogers in Columbus. The 
officers insisted upon a ruling by 
the local juvenile court on the vali- 
dity of Mrs. Hoge’s Michigan court 
order in Ohio, The party set out 
for the court building in a taxicab,

Hoge ordered the cab driver to 
speed away and boarded a bus for 
Detroit with the baby. 
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On April 21, Judge Spier signed 
an amendment to the joint custody 
decree he issued the previous sum- 
mer, stipulating that the child 
should not be removed from a 60- 
mile Michigan zone centering on 
the Detroit City Hall, 

Now the Hoges have filed a’ pe- 
tition asking permanent custody of 
Alice Patricia, on the ground that 
Mrs. Horvath has so conducted 
herself since the original order for 
joint custody was entered that “she 
is not a fit mother for the child.” 

Judge Spier, incidentally, has 
been commissioned as a major in 
the Army, on the staff of the judge 
advocate general.

Of Oxygen 
To Flyers

N the article yesterday we re 
| viewea some of the develop- 

ments in the field of aviation 
medicine, particularly selecting pi- 
lots on their mental qualifications. 

There are, of course, many 
other developments of aviation 
medicine which have literally made 
modern military aviation possibie. 

One of these, of course, is the 
oxygen supply. The modern muli- 
tary pilot is exposed to altitudes 
of 30,000 and 40,000 feet, to tem- 
peratures of 60 degrees below zero 
and to speeds of S00 miles an 
hour. He could not endure these 
without artificial methods of help. 
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THE USE of oxygen is a fairly 
simple and obvious method of help, 
but immense improvements in ap- 
paratus and in knowledge of ap- 
plication have been made by re 
search workers. At sea level the 
total atmospheric pressure is 760 
mg. of mercury, the oxygen is ap- 
proximately 21 per cent, and oxy~ 
gen pressure of the atmosphere, 
about 159 mm. 

At 10,000 feet the oxygen pres- 
sure in the lungs has dropped to 
65 mm. and at 20,000 feet it has 
dropped to 40 mm. Oxygen pres 
sure is what keeps us alive. If it 
falls below a certain level we be 
come first inefficient, then uncon- 
scious, and then we die. The avi- 
ator is taught to begin to use oxy- 
gen at 10,000 feet. About 15,000 
feet it is absolutely necessary for 
efficiency. At 35,000 feet he is in- 
efficient even when breathing 100 
per cént oxygen, and above 47,000 
feet he will die with 100 per cent 
oxygen unless he has a pressure 
cabin or suit. 

S we 

A RELATED problem is the ef- 
fect of low barometric pressure per 
se. At 35,000 feet nitrogen is given 
off in the blood and gets into the 
muscles, causing the “bends.” It 
is exactly the same as caisson dis- 
ease in deep-sea divers: the diver 
coming from high pressure under 
sea, if brought up rapidly to the 
air at sea level, gets the bends 
for the same reason that the avia- 
tor does going from sea level -to 
the low pressure of three miles in 
the air. 

Up to the present there has been 
devised no practical plan or ap 
paratus for the prevention of the 
bends in aviators. But experi- 
ments are constantly being per- 
formed and I am told that at least 
they can test aviators and find out 
which ones are likely to get the 
bends badly. 

Visual tests for pilots are, of 
course, very rigid. One necessity 
for the pilot is ability to judge 
distance and this varies greatly 
with individuals. It requires nearly 
perfect binocular vision. Distance 
cannot be accurately judged with 
one eye.
